21-point 
p r o g r a m 
for 
changes in the city’s traffic code 
to promote greater safety and 
ease the parking situation, was 
presented to city council W ednes­ 
day by Councilman Armand Tur- 
onnet, chairm an of the city’s pub­ 
lic safety committee. 
It 
included 
new 
no-parking 
areas, bus and 
taxicab spaces, 
abolition of U turns at three 
down town crossings 
and 
the 
creation of a new arterial high­ 
way. 
LIST RED ZONES 
The report recommended red 
zones before theaters and at all 
pedestrian zones w here no park­ 
ing will be allowed at any time. 
It 
established 
blue zones for 
taxicabs at Andreas and Palm 
Canyon, bus stop red zones at 
Andreas, Amado and Tahquitz 
and w hite unloading zones be­ 
fore hotels. 
. 
The recom mendation prohibits 
U turns at Palm Canyon and An­ 
dreas. Desert Inn drivew ay and 
the Plaza. 
All unused drivew ays would be 
closed and pending building of 
curbs there, w hite lines will be 
painted on the pavem ent to in­ 
dicate parallel parking is per­ 
mitted. 
LIMITED PARKING 
One-hour parking zones were 
urged for Palm Canyon drive 
from Amado to A renas and on 
Tahquitz, Andreas and Amado 
from Indian avenue to the Drive. 
In addition, one-hour limits were 
recommended 
for zones where 
the city m anager and police chief 
deemed them advisable. 
Provision was m ade to equip 
all stop signs w ith reflectors so 
they can be seen at night and to 
repair 
street 
signs, 
pedestrian 
stop signs, repaint all white lines 
on the pavement and the elim ina­ 
tion of all street m arkings now 
out of date. 
New pedestrian lanes at danger 
spots at Tam arisk and Palm Can­ 
yon drive and on Indian avenue 
were recommended. 


OFF-STREET PARKING 
The comm ittee urged a survey 
be authorized looking to the ac­ 
quisition by the city of lots for 
parking purpose so that many 
cars could be rem oved from the 
streets. Investigation of the pos­ 
sibility of m unicipally owned and 
operated off-street parking was 
advocated. 
The comm ittee also urged Ra­ 
mon road be m ade an arterial 
highw ay with stop signs placed 
on all streets entering it. 
ACTION BY COUNCIL 
On the Public Safety commit­ 
tee with Councilman Turonnet 
are Councilmen E. F. M artell and 
John Archibald. 
City M anager W illiam E. Al­ 
w orth said that in most instances 
no council action was necessary 
on the recom m endation but that 
in the case of establishing Ramon 
road as an arterial highw ay and 
installation of new 
stop 
signs, 
resolutions would 
have to 
be 
adopted. 
Report of the comm ittee fol­ 
lowed a long study. The survey 
was authorized last spring by 
city council. 


W ith sum m er draw ing 
to a 
close after some of the hottest 
w eeks on record here, Fire Chief 
Bill Leonesio this week urged 
precautions to prevent fires. The 
next few weeks, he 
said, 
will 
bring about the year’s greatest 
fire 
hazard. 
From 
m id-August 
until the w inter season is on in 
full swing, the danger will be 
great, in his opinion. 
W eather conditions play a big 
p art in th e fire hazard but the 
greatest danger lies in the care­ 
lessness of people. 
“It takes so little effort and 
doesn’t cost anything to be care­ 
ful. But it takes so m uch and the 
cost in property lost and in sub­ 
duing a blaze is so great th at pre­ 
caution pays big dividends,” he 
continued. 
“Fires can 
be 
pre­ 
vented by the use of ordinary 
care. We’re here, of course, to 
put ’em out after they sta rt—but 
if people would be careful not to 
let 
them 
start—think 
of 
the 
money they’d save.”

URGE ACTION NOW 
Anyone w ith available housing 
to m eet this need is urged to 
contact either Dr. E. E. O ertel 
at the high school or Miss K ath­ 
erine Finchy, at th e D esert school 
district office. 
"The need is urgent," a state­ 
m ent from the high school board, 
set forth this week. “V aluable 
m em bers of the faculty w ho be­ 
lieved they had homes assured, 
found this week th a t they would 
not be available for the coming 
term . So the high school board 
is looking for at least two homes. 
E arly action would be appreci­ 
ated." 
UNDERW RITE LEASES 
The D esert school district last 
spring sponsored leases for houses 
for teacher. At a m eeting yester­ 
day, they agreed to underw rite 
leases for m ore housing to take 
care 
of the expansion of the 
schools. Last spring they backed 
leases for tw o places and yester­ 
day authorized a sim ilar plan for 
additional housing. 
The board desires to keep the 
teaching staff at its highest point 
of efficiency and to do so, m ust 
see to it th at adequate housing 
is provided. 
EXPANSION PLANS 
Both the high school and D esert 
disttrict boards are 
busily

grossed in providing additional 
class room facilities. At the high

Ju n io r high, to house additional 
classrooms. 
EXPECT INCREASES 
According to prelim inary fig­ 
ures at both school districts, a 
sharp increase in enrollm ent is 
expected this fall. 
M embers of the high school 
board arc Charles B urkett, presi­ 
dent; Gordon Feekings, clerk; Dr.

We are still at Point Lawrence 
on Oreas Island in spite of the 
fact the fish seemed to have gone 
on a vacation just as we arrived, 
but there are always stragglers 
in any procession so I caught up 
with three of them and 1 didn't 
let mine “get away.” The Dominie 
gave me permission to write the 
weekly 
news letter, which 
is 
more than he ever did to preach 
so I am taking advantage of it 
(perhaps you will wish he had 
not weakened just after he fin­ 
ished a good dinner.) We look 
forward eagerly to getting The 
Desert Sun to see this past week 
if it was much hotter than it 
was in parts of Wash, and Ore. 
when it topped 100 and then 
some. Fortunately we were on 
the ocean side and 82 was the 
highest but the sun was hot. But 
just for the information of the 
ladies my letter may pertain a 
bit to visits to food markets along 
the way and up here to see if 
the scarce articles down home 
were so up here. In Eugene, Ore., 
some luscious raspberries in the 
window caught my eye and after 
ourchasing a box to eat along 
the way, my thoughts turned to 
butter: just why I wonder. Turn­ 
ing to the clerk I said “Do you 
happen to have any butter or 
oleo?” “Which would you like to 
have,” said he. “I have both 
and I said “Oh! butter.” In a 
minute a pound of butter was 
in my hand and out I went, think­ 
ing how good it would taste here, 
and it did. 
Lee Shippey wrote in the Times 
how beautiful the cherries were 
in Ore., but when they got to 
the Dalles, there were none to 
be bdught. The next time I hope 
Mr Shippey comes u d 101 as far 
as Crescent City, then swings 
over to 99 through Roseberg and 
he can buy more cherries than 
he could eat, and what beautiful 
ones they were. Remembering 
that I am a Dominie’s wife, I 
will say two bites to a cherry, 
otherwise it might be three. I 
called them Picture book cher­ 
ries and the red raspberries are 
the huge ones that would make 
a pretty tip on any lady’s finger. 
And since we have come over to 
the island, Dr. M— goes out fre­ 
quently for wild blackberries and 
black raspberries and keeps the 
dessert going, he seems more 
successful with the berries than 
the fish, but he does a fine job 
at running the outboard motor 
while I try to lure the fish. 
Every day as our mail comes 
in our thoughts skip here and 
there over the country where our 
flock is scattered, some news is 
good and sometimes not so good. 
We were saddened today to hear 
of the passing of Mrs. Reuben 
Shettler in Los Angeles who was 
a member of our Palm Springs 
Woman's club and who had a host 
of friends in the Village during 
the seasons spent there. She was 
also a loyal friend and supporter 
of our church. A day or two ago 
the announcement of Hazel Hen­ 
derson’s marriage here in Tacoma. 
Hazel sang in our choir while at 
Torney hospital, being in charge 
of the civilian personnel. We 
keep track of the Idyllwild folks 
through Moys’ column. But to 
get back to the marketing, I was 
amazed when I went into stores 
1 in Bellingham and saw paper 


napkins, paper towels and tissue 
stacked up on the end of a 
counter and no one but myself 
staring at them. I was reminded 
by a friend that the pulp mill 
operates there. Lots of ivory soap 
and flakes but when I inquired 
for bacon the clerk smiled at 
the absurdity of such a question. 
Later I visited the m arket where 
I always traded for meat the 
years we lived here and niquircd 
if by any chance he had some 
bacon, and much to my amaze­ 
ment the man said “How much 
do 
you 
want, 
two 
or 
three 
pounds?” I said two will be 
plenty, and is it good, it is! 
We have a little cabin up on 
a slope on the edge of the forest 
with a million dollar view over 
the bay and islands in the sound. 
We are not the only folk from 
California that have found Oreas 
island, for our next door neighbor 
is from Los A— and down front 
a family from Santa Monica. Last 
week 
met some 
from Ontario 
looking for Graber olives and they 
found a can on the shelf, the 
last one (These olives are put 
up at Ontario.) Then the Art 
Baileys stepped into the picture, 
their daughter is on the island 
at the “Camp of the Four Winds.” 
and Dr. M— painted such an in­ 
triguing picture of Point Law­ 
rence to Mr. Bailey that a few 
days later they came back to 
our camp and went fishing w ith­ 
out any luck, but today's mail 
says they are on their way to 
Idyllwild to pick up the two boys 
and w ill be back here by Aug. 
11th for a month, dividing the 
time 
between 
here 
and 
“Sea 
Acres" just adjoining. 
We planned to remain here 
the month of July, the beautiful 
spot plus the real rest and relaxa­ 
tion has lured us for ten days 
longer so keep The Desert Sun 
coming for two weeks more. Sun­ 
day night we drove out to a 
Bible conference at “The First” 
a few miles out from Bellingham 
on Lake Whatcom. There were 
about three hundred in attend­ 
ance in the open air chapel under 
the trees. At noon we lunched at 
“Fisherman’s Cove” a new spot 
out on Gooseberry Point on the 
mainland directly across from 
Lumi island. They have only 
been open for two weeks but 
quite the talk of the town. A 
huge boat house has been built 
where boats are and will be 
cared for. A little “Dolly” carries 
the boat out of the building and 
straps lift it up whence it is 


carried along on pulleys on a 
track to the end of a pier where 
it is let down into the water. 
Very latest device for handling 
boats. Years ago we picnicked 
out there and barbecued salmon 
and hamburger and wondered 
why someone didn’t build there 
where the evening sun dips into 
the water and all the world is 
a glow—they have and next in 
line are cabins for all of you 
folks who want some cool air 
and beautiful country when on 
a vacation. Nine o’clock and now 
to bed. Greetings to all from the 
Macartneys.

Of the Days in 192? When Sun Appeared

Dr. Warrc-n F. Fox, county 
health officer, in a statement is­ 
sued today pointed out that sev­ 
eral mild eases of poliomyelitis 
have recently been reported in 
Riverside county. These cases in 
general are without any paralysis 
and are most difficult to diagnose. 
Because of the presence of a 
fever, often vomiting, plus an ap­ 
parent muscular weakness, with 
or without definite muscular 
spasm, they are being placed in 
the category of very mild cases 
of poliomyelitis. 
Dr. Fox went on to state that 
Dr. Hart Van Riper, at a luncheon 
meeting in the Mission Inn last 
Friday, gave a very excellent 
scientific review of the know­ 
ledge of poliomyelitis to a small 
group of pediatricians and ortho­ 
pedic surgeons and others from 
Orange, San Bernardino and Riv­ 
erside counties, including the 
three county health officers. In 
the course of his remarks, he said 
that "the virus is widespread in 
the general population and may

marked, was Dr. Van Riper’s 
statement that "not once have 
we been able to trace an epidemic 
to a swimming pool.”

He did state that pre­ 
liminary studies on immuniza­ 
tion gave "encouraging results” 
but “we must not be stampeded.”

Development of 
Whist to Present 
Science Outlined 


(Below is th e 
second 
in 
a 
series of articles on w hist, w rit­ 
ten for The D esert Sun by A nna 
Vaughn, 
internationally 
know n 
student of the game, now visiting 
in Palm Springs.) 
W hist is apparently of English 
origin. It can be traced back to 
the 17th century. As early at 1674 
Cotton m entioned the game in 
his “Com pleat G am ster.” By 1742 
it was so well popularized th at 
Edmund Hoyle brought out his 
“Short Treatise on the Game of 
W hist.” From the beginning the 
game developed along scientific 
lines, so m uch so that a famous 
m athem atician of the period used 
to frequent the Crown Coffee 
House and for a sm all fee, give 
decisions on the wisdom of cer­ 
tain plays. 
In W hist, the player to the right 
of the dealer cuts the pack, and 
the card on the bottom of the 
cut pack indicates the trum p suit. 
The 
num ber 
of 
tricks 
taken 
is on gam e score. 
W hist is still played in m any 
comm unities, especially in cities 
where there are m en’s clubs of 
long standing and in conserva­ 
tive com m unities w here the popu­ 
lation is com paratively stable. 


FRANKLIN BOOSTED IT 


It is n o t know n w hen W hist 
was first brought to the United 
States b u t B enjam in F ranklin in­ 
troduced the A m erican form of 
the gam e, know n as “Boston” 
into France in 1767 w here it be­ 
came im m ensely popular but was 
very short lived. 
Bridge W hist w as the next 
developm ent in the game. Its or­ 
igin is unknow n b u t it w as first 
popularized in Turkey, Egypt and 
Greece and was called Biritch or 
Russian W hist. However, there 
is no evidence th at the game or­ 
iginated in Russia, nor can the 
word B iritch be traced to the 
Russian language. 


DUMMY INTRODUCED 


In B iritch or B ridge W hist the 
cutting for trum ps was discon­ 
tinued and Dummy was intro­ 
duced, also the "book” consisting 
of the first six tricks. The game 
score was 30 points, suit and no 
trum p valuation changing from 
tim e to tim e. The dealer made 
the trum p or if he so desired, 
he could bridge the privilege to 
partner. The p artn er of dealer 
was alw ays dum m y. 
Auction B ridge developed from 
Bridge W hist. As is often the 
case, it developed accidentally. 
There w ere three officers, at an 
isolated B ritish arm y station in 
India, who very m uch enjoyed a 
game of B ridge W hist, but who 
frequently w ere unable to find 
a fourth. In order to get around 
this trouble they w orked out a 
three handed game. In this game 
each player in turn had the_ right 
to bid for game, and the highest 
bidder had dum m y for partner. 
This game developed into A uc­ 
tion Bridge in the early 20th 
century. 
In Auction Bridge all points 
m ade over the “book” w ent to 
gam e score regardless of how 
much was bid.

In B ridge W hist the dealer and 
his p artn er alone had the priv­ 
ilege of m aking trum ps. In Auc­ 
tion B ridge every p lay er had an 
opportunity 
to 
establish 
the 
trum p, but luck was still pre­ 
dom inant because holders of very 
strong hands were not required 
to bid the strength of th eir hands, 
only sufficient to top th eir ad­ 
versaries who naturally held very 
weak hands. In other w ords their 
luck or th eir privilege did not 
carry com pensatory obligations 
of billing the full strength of the 
hand. In contract this ex tra fea­ 
ture of luck is elim inated—only 
w hat is bid goes und er game 
score. It is necessary to know 
the value of one’s own hand and 
in addition to judge accurately 
the value of p artn er’s hand in 
order 
to 
bid 
their 
combined 
strength—no m ore and no less, 
hence the im portance of good 
team work.

RAINBOW BRIDGE—Part 1 
As we by-passed Sunset Crater 
on our right and hummed up the 
paved highway north from Flag­ 
staff, 
we 
noticed 
the 
clouds 
crowding in behind us, piling 
up over the snow-mantled San 
Francisco peaks and spreading 
slowly but steadily out across that 
great expanse of painted desert. 
This ominous note spurred us on, 
for to run into a storm on the 
way over that rough Rainbow 
bridge road was anything but 
what we desired. We reached 
Cameron about 10:00 that mor­ 
ning, and stopped long enough to 
take a picture of the bridge over 
the 
little 
Colorado river, 
re­ 
flected in a small watering pool 
on the south edge. Then on to 
the turn-off to Tuba City. 
Again we stopped, this time for 
Jack to let some of the air out 
of his tires, since we 
would 
shortly invade some rather sandy 
areas where high pressures in 
the rear tires would get us bogged 
down fast. It was then that he 
noticed the left front tire; it 
was beginning to split away, and 
a disturbingly large bulge had 
already appeared on one side. We 
certainly could not get very far 
on a tire like that! 
BACK TO STATION 
So back we trekked to the 
service 
station 
at 
Cameron, 
where we had it exchanged with 
the spare (after learning it was 
irreparable), and while we waited 
ate lunch at the cafe.

Once again we started 
north. How many more times 
were we to be side-tracked?

Skirting the giant Elephant's 
Feet, we continued on to a point 
some 4 miles from Tonalea. where 
our road branched off directly 
north from the Monument valley 
route we had begun to know so 
well.

up 
this new 
straight 
stretch. 
Thunder rumbled about us, and 
lightning flashed its steel-gray 
light through the gathering dark­ 
ness of the early afternoon. But 
what really worried us was the 
condition of the road. For the 
most part, this portion of our 
route was over that deceptive 
clayey type of soil, which when 
it becomes wet, turns instantly 
into the slipperiest thin surface 
of gooey mud imaginable. Driv­ 
ing becomes very hazardous, for 
there is the constant danger of 
a skid, which in this fine thin 
mud-layer is even harder to con­ 
trol than an ice-skid. All you can 
do is pray you don’t start sliding. 
NERVE-WRACKING RIDE 
We crept on at a greatly re­ 
duced speed, averaging about 15 
nerve-racking 
miles 
per 
hour. 
Every time the rear of the sta­ 
tion wagon swerved a little, we 
thought we would be pitched 
into the deep mud-banks border­ 
ing the road. If that ever oc­ 
curred, we knew we'd be sitting 
there until the soil dried out. 
There is little chance of get­ 
ting out of such predicaments 
unless another vehicle can drag 
you from the muck. 
But, much to our surprise and 
joy, we did not slip off into the 
ditch, and kept on the road the 
entire 
distance. 
A 
few 
more 
miles and we had entered more 
sandy 
terrain, 
which 
in 
dry 
weather would have occasioned 
a little worry. Now the rain was 
doing us a favor, and we skimmed 
over the low dune areas unhin­ 
dered. It had stopped sprinkling 
as we reached the trading post; 
the black skies still threatened 
overhead, however. 
When 
we piled 
out of the 
Pontiac, eager for a coke after 
the rugged drive, we noticed a 
big 
horse-truck 
ahead 
of us, 
whose tracks we had followed 
over the wet mud. On its side 
was painted: 
Rainbow 
Lodge. 
Lounging in the doorway of the 
building was a tall, lanky young 
man, dressed in well-worn tight- 
fitting Levi’s and a soiled leather 
jacket, topped with cowboy boots 
and a broad-brimmed hat. That 
he was the driver of the truck 
was self-evident. He also proved, 
when we began conversing with 
him, to be one of the wranglers 
at the Lodge, and had just gotten 
another load of mules at Phoenix 
and was bringing them back for 
use in taking parties down to 
the bridge. Since the lodge had 
been closed all during the war 
years, its mules at that time 
had been sold, and only now, 
quite recently, were they grad­ 
ually being replaced. Catharine 
and Bill Wilson had returned to 
run the lodge as before, being 
augmented by Barry Goldwater, 
who had bought half interest in 
the world-renowned place. This 
load of mules would bring the 
or Russian Whist.schr cmfwyp 
MORE—More—MORE— 
.......... 
band up to about 30, the desired 
number, we were informed. They 
would not be taken on in by the 
truck, since the road was much 
too rough. Instead, they had al­ 
ready been unloaded and were 
grazing nearby; on the morrow a 
Navaho would herd them up to 
the lodge on hoof. 
FINDS NEWS PRESS 
We entered the trading post 
and were greeted by a largish 
smiling man from behind the 
counter. He introduced himself 
as Cecil Richardson. While we 
chatted over our cokes, I chanced 
to look back into his “office” in 
the room beyond, and spotted 
what looked like wood-cuts stuck 
up on his wall. There were so 
many of them, and some dupli­ 
cated, that it reminded me of a 
small newspaper office. I casu­ 
ally asked if they printed any­ 
thing around here, and to my 
surprise, he nodded yes. Leading 
the way, he conducted us to this 
adjacent room, where I found 
a complete little printing-press, 
stacks of paper, piles of wood­ 
blocks, and all the many acces­ 
sories to be found in such a print­ 
ing office. He handed me a four- 
page little folder, about 5” by 
8", on the cover of which, in 
deep black ink, was a beautiful 
cut of an old Navaho on horse­ 
back, riding toward the Elephant's 
Feet. 
It was wonderfully 
de­ 
signed and executed, the work 
of a real artist. The panel across 
the 
top, 
in 
red, 
stated: 
The 
Painted Desert Post. No. 8. In­ 
scription House. 1946. 
"Who did this?” I asked. Again 
he nodded shyly. I opened the 
little publication. Inside, in red 
this time, was a wood-cut of an 
old grizzled prospector. The ar­ 
ticle was entitled "The Saga of 
Singin’ Sam.” At its end, on the 
back page, the essay was signed: 
Cecil Richardson, Indian Trader 
and Owner of a small vocabulary. 
Another edition which he next 
handed 
me, 
dated 
1945, 
was 
signed: Indian Trader and Ex­ 
thinker. The articles are all of 
a humorous vein, on subjects ex­ 
pressing Mr. Richardson’s homey 
philosophy. 
I later learned that the Satur­ 
day Evening Post had run a fea­ 
ture article about him, his trad­ 
ing post, and his little publica­ 
tion, which “is published every 
now and sometimes Then.” It 
was a pleasure to meet such a 
versatile and clever man in such 
an isolated spot. We were sorry 
we could not tarry longer. We 
would have liked to have taken 
the four mile hike from there to 
the Inscription House ruins in 
the canyon nearby. 
Returning to the station wagon 
after 
thanking 
Cecil 
for 
his 
courtesies, 
we told the 
lodge 
wrangler that we hoped to see 
him at dinner that night, and 
drove off. It was still dark over­ 
head, but no sign of immediate 
rain. For that, we were very 
thankful. 
35 MILES TO LODGE 
From this trading post it is 35 
miles on to Rainbow lodge, and 
what rough miles they were to 
be, too . . . at least half of them. 
Again we had to creep along, 
at less than 10 miles an hour; 
not because of mud this time. 


but because of bare slick-rock. 
This slick-rock we had to tra ­ 
verse was rockier than what we 
had encountered in going to Bat- 
atakin, and was of much greater 
area. If you take it very slowly 
and easily, carefully gauging the 
worst dips and rises, avoiding the 
high centers and skirting the 
deepest depressions, you can get 
over the road 
unscathed. Mr. 
Wilson does it regularly in his 
big Buick sedan. It’s all in know­ 
ing how to drive in such areas. If 
you go too fast, you'll drag your 
bumpers on the dips, bash your 
fly-wheel pan in on the high 
centers, and may even do more 


serious harm in the rough sec­ 
tions. We hit bottom only once 
on the whole route. The road had 
been considerably improved since 
before the war, and the Wilsons 


are continually busy working on 
it.
